Editorial . 


The sugar industry won the first 
round of their Congressional battle for 
passage of the 1985 Farm Bill and a 
continuation of the sugar loan pro- 
gram included in it when the House 
okayed their Version of the bill last 
week. 

The Senate will take up their version 
of the bill next week. 

The sugar'loan program has come 
under fire since five area producers 
forfeited more than 290,000 tons of 
raw sugar last month when they were 
unable to make payment of $105 
million in loans. ' ` 

It is not the first time the U.S. 
government has been in the sugar 
business, but critics point their 
fingers, saying the forfeiture knocks 
out a key argument for the industry: 
that the loan program does not cost 
the government a cent. 

But the last .time sugar was 
forfeited, back in 1979, the USS. 
government turned a profit of almost 
$80 million by selling the sugar as 
prices rose following the forfeiture, ac- 
cording to one area industry official. 

Much of the blame for this year's 
forfeiture can be put on the shoulders 
of the federal government, who, in the 
guise of the U.S. Department of 
Agriculture, set import quotas of 1.85 
million tons over the next ten months. 

While a reduction in overall amount, 


` the quotas far exceeded any reasonable 


estimates on the part of the sugar in- 
dustry and is nothing more than an at- 
tempt by the Regean administration to 


placate Caribbean and Latin American 
sugar producers. 

Another key argument, led by soft 
drink manufacturers and bakers, is 
that.sugar prices kept artificially high 
hurt consumers. 

Yet while sugar prices have dropped 
drastically since their high in 1974, , 
candy and soft drinks prices have con- 
tinued to climb. And soft drink makers 
are turning from sugar to other 
sweeteneys, such as corn syrup, for 
their products. This further decreases 
the domestic market. . 

The sugar loan program is possibly 
the single most vital concern for the 
Glades area at this time. Recent 
studies of the industfy's impact on 
South Florida's economy show that 
sugar accounts for more thatn 30 per- 
cent of casb receipts in Palm Beach 
and Glades Counties and 20 percent in 
Hendry County. 

In an ideal economic system, price 
supports would not be needed. But the 
American sugar producer, the most ef- 
ficient in the world, cannot challange 
foreign producers who are heavily 
susidized by their own governments 
without this kind of program. 

The sugar loan program should be 
continued. A way of life is at stake.

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Gators ride on Hundley’s leg for 11-7 win over Boca Academy 


BOCA RATON -Riding on the legs of senior 
quarterback John Hundley, the Glades Day 


— Gators broke into the win column for the first 


time this season with an 11-7 win over Boca 
Academy, in Boca Raton. 

Trailing 7-0, mid-way through the third 
quarter, Hundley broke free on a third and 
three, counter option play and galloped 92 
yards for the Gator touchdown. 

Fullback Willie Bueno added the two-point 
conversion to give the Gators an 8-7 lead. 

With 9:04 left in the game Hundley added a 
23 yard field goal to give the Gators an 11-7 
lead, and the win. 

With 2:15 left to play Boca Academy had 
first and goal to go, but the Gator defense held 
strong with defensive back Jason Mann break- 
ing up a Boca desperation pass to give the 
Gators their initial win of the '85 season. 

“We finally got some breaks, and I think it's 
all starting to even out for us now," said head 
coach Byron Walker. 

In their previous outings the Gators had 
committed a total of 18 turnovers, but in 


Saturday's contest, Glades Day didn't have a 
turnover. Instead it was Boca turning the ball 
over twice.
